Joint Legislative Commit- 


tee Added to Group 
Seeking Compromise 


LITTLE ROCK — (/P) — 


One regular and two special 
legislative sessions have come 
and gone since state revenues 
slumped in 1931, but bond re- 
funding is still the 
major 


problem of the state. 


A final solution of it is the aim of 


the Futrell administration, and to that 
end all its efforts arc now being ex- 
erted. 


Although the recent special session 


had no authority to consider refund- 
ing matters, both branches discussed 
its various phases at times with such 
effect as to open the way for the next 


' special session authoritative sources 
believe will be called by November 1. 


The refunding question was the par- 


amount topic at the 1932 special ses- 
sion and at the regular legislative 
session last spring, a refunding act 
having been passed by each body. 


Under the 1932 refunding act, the 


state sought to exchange refunding 
bonds with the holders of old road 
district bonds which aggregate $47,000,- 
000. 
Approximately $15,000,000 of the 


old road district bonds had been ex- 
changed for refunding when the Fu- 
trell administration came into power 
in January of this year. 


Present Plan Has Felted 


Governor Futrell, prior to his in- 


;uewgur»tinn, named- :\ sofnmUto* which 


drafted and pushed through the leg- 
islature the present Ellis act, under 
which all the state highway indebted- 
ness—amounting to $l-fi,000,000—was 
to be refunded. Only about $2,000,000 
of bonds have been sent in for ex- 
change under the Ellis act, giving rise 
to statements by members of the gov- 
ernor's committee that some other plan 
should be tried. 


Accordingly, the Ellis bond refund- 


ing committee was called forth from 
retirement, and negotiations started 
with representatives of 
the 
Bond- 


holders Protectice Committee of New 
York, and subsequently with repre- 
sentatives of holders of all classes of 
indebtedness. 


The last step in the program to ef- 


fect a" new agreement was the naming 
of a joint legislative committee last 
week which will augment the gov- 
ernor's committee. 


To Inform Legislature 


This was done to place legislative 


representatives in tough with the sit- 
uation, so that when the final draft 
of the bill to embody the new refund- 
ing agreement is finished, they can 
circulate among their colleagues. 


The new program, as tentatively out- 


lined, calls for concessions on the part 
of bondholders and the state. The lat- 
ter are to agree to take whatever in- 
terest the revenues will permit, and 
to postpone maturities until the sate 
is able o resume amortiation of its 
debt. The stac would agree to furnish 
some additional revenues 
through 


raising the automobile license fees on 
jiew cars, and by taking one-half of 
the present county turnback fund. 


The latter provision was originally 


incorporated in the Ellis plan, but the 
legislature refused 
to 
disturb the 


county turnback after having lowered 
automobile license fees.

name, made his first venture into pol- 
itics last year, wrestling his district's 
seat in Congress from M. C. Garber, 
veteran Republican Incumbent. The 
district never before had elected a 
Democrat and was classed as ultra dry. 
Marland ran on a wet platform.

Marcus McKnight, 42-year- 


old farmer of near Ozan, was 
putting up a brave fight for 
his life Saturday, following 
an attack upon him by two 
men, which officers say was 
precipitated by drinking too 
much corn liquor. 


McKnight is suffering from a deep 


knife wound that started at the top 
of the right hip and reached nearly 
across his back, and injuries about the 
head inflicted with a pitch fork. 


Two In Jail 


Two brothers are held in jail. They 


are John and Jess Thornton of near 
Ozan. Another man who was said by 
officers 
to have accompanied the 


Thornton brothers and witnessed the 
attack, is sought. He is Lee Patterson, 
also of that community. From what 
officers say Patterson apparently did 
not participate in the actual attack 
upon McKnight. 


The trouble occurred on the Mc- 


Knight farm, a mile and a half east of 
Oin Thursday afternoon. McKnight 
and a negro farm hand were in a 
field cutting and raking hay when the 
Thornton brothers, accompanied by 
Patterson, appeared. Officers asserted 
they had been drinking. 


The three, it was said by officers, 


threatened the negro's life. McKnight 
resented the threats, He ordered the 
three away. A quarrel started. It led 
into a' fight between. McKnight end 
bne'iof the brothers. 


While McKnight and one 
of the 


Thornton's were 
scuffling on the 


ground, the other brother joined in 
the attack, according to officers. Th 
negro took no part in the fight, it wa 
said. 


Obtain Medical Aid 


Later it was said by officers, tha 


the Thorntons went to McCaskill tc 
get medical attention. En route bac! 
to Ozan they abandoned their auto 
mobile on the highway and headei 
across a field. Constable Bob Carri 
gan soon came upon the parked au 
tomobile and immediately recognizec 
it as Thornton's. Later he arrcstcc 
the two at their home.

Drain from salt water and add toboil- 
ng syrup made with sugar and water.

grated rind of 2 lemons and juice ot 
all four. . Add ginger cat in tiny bits 
and.simmer until mixture is. thick and 
lears are transparent. Pat i.nto .steril- 
zed jelly glasses, un dcovcr v.ith a 
run layer of parafiae. When cold 
over with more piratic..;. Store in a 
lark cool place. 


Spiced Pears 


Six pounds pears, & cups light brown 
ugar, cups cider cinegar, Vt cup brok- 
n stick cinnamon and whole cloves 
nixed. 


Pare pears before weighing. Place 


n a crock alternately with layers of 
ugar. If the pears are. quite large 
hey should be cut in halves 
and 


cored. Pour over vinegar and let 
stand over night. Drain off liquid and 
add the spices tied in a cheesecloth 
bag. Bring to the boiling point and 
boil five minutes. Add pears and sim- 
mer until tender but not broken or 
soft. Pack in hot sterilized jars and 
pour over boiling syrup to cover. 
Seal at once. 


If the vinegar is very "sharp" it 


should be diluted with water. 


Pear Conserve 


Five pounds pears, 5 pounds gran- 


ulated sugar, 1 cup water, 1 pound 
raisins, 3 lemons, 2 oranges, !>/<> cups 
nut meats. 


Pare pears, remove cores and cut 


in thin slices. Put water and pears 
into preserving kettle and bring to 
the boiling point. Sift in sugar and 
simmer until the fruit is tender. Add 
raisins, seeded, thinly sliced rind and 
juice of oranges and lemons, bring to 
the boiling point adn simmer 30 min- 
utes. Add nuts and cook ten minutes 
longer. Pour into sterilized glasses 
and cover with parafine. Cover with 
a second layer of parafine when cold.

The old commission held semi-pub- 


lic hearings for several months, de- 
veloping sensational testimony regard- 
ing the operations of the highway de- 
partment.
